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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-10, 14-15, and 17, drawn to a method for assessing predisposition 
to cardiovascular pathologies. 

Group II, claim(s) 11-13, 16, 18 and 19, drawn to a kit. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The claims lack the 
same or corresponding technical feature because the broadest first named invention, 
namely the kit of claim 1 1 is not "special". The kit does not provide a contribution over 
the prior art because it was already known in the prior art. For example, Stanton et al 
(20010034023, October 2001) teach a kit as claimed in the claim 11 (see 0088-0092, 
Table 4 and claim 138 at page 208). Further the kit can be used numerous other 
methods besides in the method of claim 1 . The kit can be use in methods of PCR for 
forensic studies. A search burden exist if the different inventions are searched together 
because the searches of the different invention are not coextensive due to non- 
overlapping subject matter.
